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Occupied Germany: 


In the following Appendices “A”, “B”’, and “C” are summaries of 
cases and rates by Regierungsbezirk and Land, and case rates by Re- 
gierungsbezirk and Land for the week ended 28 December 1946. 


Communicable Diseases: 


Although there was a very decided drop in the number of reported 
cases of diphtheria, scarlet fever, tuberculosis, whooping cough, gonorrhea, 
syphilis, and scabies the reports for this week are considered very un- 
reliable due to the fact that German public health offices were closed 
for a long Christmas holiday. 


Hospitalization: 


In Wuerttemberg-Baden a large hospital, primarily for Wehrmacht 
veterans, in the old Flak Kaserne at Goeppingen will soon be taken over 
by the German health authorities who plan to establish a large permanent 
hospital center of approximately 3000 beds. Following the deactivation 
of the PW hospital now occupying 1000 of the 1500 beds of the installa- 
tion, the new plan will be executed. 


Medical Supplies: 


Six hundred thousand units of insulin from CRALOG have been re- 
ceived by the health authorities of Bremen and Wesermuende. Fifteen 
tons of quinine, valued at an estimated RM 1,000,000 is now in stock in 
Wuerttemberg-Baden but has been recommended for export since there 
is very little demand for the drug in Germany. Rodenticides are pract- 
ically impossible to obtain at present because of the fact that the 
rodenticides formerly used in Germany required the importation of raw 
materials. Recently two new formulas for rodenticides, developed during 
the war in the United States, have been made available to German health 
authorities. The materials for these formulas are available in Germany 
and should soon provide an adequate supply of these very urgently need- 
ed products. 
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
